Progress of Disneyland 
Since Its Start in 1955 


The story of Disneyland as a 20-year “dream come 
true” for its creator and chief architect, Walt Disney, is a 
well-known and oft-recorded tale. 

Even before Mickey Mouse 
emerged as a box office star 
and "Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs” ushered in an 
entire new field in motion 
picture entertainment 
drawings for a "Disneyland” 

—then a far-fetched idea— 
began appearing in Walt 
Disney’s office. They were 
rough conceptions for a 
“Magic Kingdom” that one 
day would combine the 
wonders of nature, a look 
into the future, pages out 
of the historical past, and 
a showcase of storybook ad¬ 
ventures, into a new con¬ 
cept in the field of family 
entertainment. 

But the story of what Dis¬ 
neyland reflects — and how 
the 23 adventures added 
since its opening fit into I 
this “personality”—is a less 
known tale. It is also a story 
that revolves around a prom¬ 
ise Walt Disney made on 
opening day: 

"Disneyland will never be 
completed as long as there 
is imagination left in the 
world. There will always be 
something new and different 
for you and your family to 
enjoy.” 

The Disneyland that open¬ 
ed in 1955 reflects the char¬ 
acter and personality of 
Walt Disney. The man who 
came to Hollywood in 1923 
with $40.00 in cash and a 
boundless imagination has 
the rare ability to transform 
his creative dreams into 
reality — and to both cross 
and encompass, with his 
unique brand of entertain¬ 
ment and showmanship, all 
age levels and international 
barrers. 

Disneyland is as diversi¬ 
fied as the interests of Walt 
himself. A keen student or 
American history, he has 
preserved—in Frontierland— 
the spirit of the pioneers 
who blazed the trails across 
America. Main Street, U.S.A , 
typifies the leisurely-paced 
turn of the century small 
town main streets Walt and 
many others knew and loved 
So well. 

A man who often heard 
others express the desire to 
travel to far-off places, Walt

The hearing on sub-stand¬ 
ard structures found that 
seven of thase so posted and 
advertised were held over.

County supervisors today 
officially accepted County 
Assessor Philip Watson’s ex¬ 
planation, via a documented 
report and his personal ap¬ 
pearance and summari/tion 
of the report, of the $135 
million assessment error, 
but Supervisor Frank G. 
Bonelli warned against hys¬ 
teria and the costly purchase 
of more data processing 
equipment offered In the 
guise of correcting future 
mistakes. 

In his report Watson In¬ 
dicated that the assessment 
duplication error of $135 
million, which will probably 
force an additional two cent 
increase In the county gen¬ 
eral tax rate, was not the 
error of the electronic data 
processing machine but a 
human error In feeding the 
machine the erroneous in¬ 
formation. He further indi¬ 
cated that proper steps have 
been taken to avoid recur¬ 
rence of such an error in the 
department. 

Bonelli warned his col¬ 
leagues that they should 
“guard against hysteria and 
guard against being stam¬ 
peded into purchsing, as a 
result of the assessment roll 
duplication mistake, sub¬ 
stantial dollar volume elec¬ 
tronic data processing 
equipment in the belief that 
this is the only way we can 
avoid future mistakes." 

Upon a query by Bonelli, 
County Chief Administrative 
Officer L. S. Hollinger esti¬ 
mated that the error in dup¬ 
licating assessments will re¬ 
sult in a county general tax 
rate of $2.21 for each $100 of 
assessed valuation Instead 
of the previously estimated 
$2.19. 

“It is regrettable," com¬ 
mented Bonelli, “that with 
the explosive population 
growth of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty and with building per¬ 
mits for construction of all 
kinds reaching astronomi¬ 
cal, all-time highs, we wind 
up the year with only a 2.5 
per cent assessment roll in¬ 
crease for 1963-64. 

“The normal increase 
should be five per cent as 
a minimum."
